! son's address which will be delivered 
j to congress at 12:30 o'clock today 
j is indicated by the fact that the gov- 
ernment already has placed it for 
simultaneous publication in practi- 
cality every capital in the world. 


Although the address was not en- 


trusted in advance to American news- 
papers..or .news distributing associa- 
tions, it already has

with the London office of Renter's,- 
the principal European news distrib- 
uting agency, which in turn is to 
supply others in Europe. Indirectly, 
the address will get to Berlin and 
the other central power capitals. Its

evinced by the fact that it will be 
available for publication today 
in 


China and Japan. 


The fact that the government also 


has taken steps to have* the docu- 
,ment placed in the hands of Ambas- 
sador Francis in Petrograd is taken 
as an indication that the president's 
address will deal also with the situ- 
ation in Russia.

TRENCH WARFARE 


IS GIVING WAY TO 


OPEN FIGHTING

Washington, Dec. 4.—A realiza- 


tion by Germany that the .trench 
warfare imposed by the allies in the

There is now taking shape the 


greatest 
economic movement the- 


United States has ever known. 
It 


pertains to the teaching of nearly 
a hundred million people in the 
United States habitually to save their 
surplus earnings. 
Officially it is 


known as the sale of war savings 
certificates 
by the 
United States 


treasury department. 
On December 


3, these were placed in the hands of 
government agencies in the amount 
of two billion dollars. 
They take 


the form of stamps and certificates 
simple in character. The people are 
asked 
to 
buy 
these 
low-priced 


stamps, affix them to provided cards 
and when certain stipulated amounts 
are. reached, exchange them for in- 
terest-bearing certifies ted. 
It was 


from England that the system was 
borrowed and there the amount of 
money raised, is almost incredible. 
Popular 
from 
the beginning the 


volume of cash continues without 
diminution and replenishes the war 
; chest wonderfully. 


It must be understood at the out- 


set that this is not another war loan 
that the United States government 
Is seeking. 
Nothin°- could be far- 


ther from the fact. 
What is asked, 


is that people save their money and 
deposit it with the United States 
treasury just as they would deposit 
it with the nearest savings bank. In 
return the government engages to 
keep safe the deposits, pay interest 
in the amount of 4 per cent com- 
pounded quarterly and return the 
money whenever asked by the de- 
positor, subject in some instances to 
an 
exceedingly 
brief 
notice 
for 


bookkeeping purposes. 
The max- 


imum amount of certificates that any 
individual may hold at any one time 
is $1000. 
This is a precaution 


against the use of the system for 
profit-taking. Briefly, this describes 
the whole plan. 


Its value to the government is 


that it will provide large sums of 
cash with which to purchase goods 
and service for the prosecution of 
the war. 
That of itself is a great 


incentive but it has a higher import- 
ance. 


In his address to the national 


committee having 
charge 
of the

substance that if the war did but 
teach the American people how to 
save, its cost would have been well 
expended. 
Statistics show that in 


the United States only 99 out of 
every 1000 people have savings ac- 
counts while in Switzerland,

is health in a mad struggle for dol- 
ars is more miserable than the poor 
mechanic. 


But people of less common sense 


rood over these things, they neg-

toere of black thoughts. 


It is the indifference and arro- 


ance of wealth that creates hatred,

The Russian Reds are without lovo 


of country or pride of race. Posterity 
is of no sort of Interest to them. 
Nothing matters to them except the 
wholeness of their skins. 
They do 


not care how the war ends, so 'long 
as it ends, and the shooting subsides. 
They do not «veii 
care 
for their 


church. 


The Germans hold a large part of 


Russia, but the Bolsheviki do not 
care where they are, if they will only 
stop shooting. They are willing to 
negotiate peace with a conqueror in 
occupation of thousands of square 
miles of their ovrn country. 
No im- 


pulse of resentment stirs them; they 
feel nothing except the fear of get- 
ting hurt. 


This war is due to the fact that 


the Teutons concluded the time had 
arrived to disable 
the 
Slav 
race. 


Serbia was to be made subservient to 
Austria; Russia declared it would 
protect Slav interests, the 
interests 


which were specifically 
threatened 


by Chancellor von 
Hethinann-Holl- 


weg in a speech to the Reichstag in 
the spring of 1913. 
France was at- 


tacked because it was the 
ally 
of 


Russia, and now Russia, if the Bol- 
sheviki can accomplish it, will lie 
down at the feet of Germany, and 
lick its boots, and leave France to 
get out of the scrape 
that 
Russia 


got it into as best it can. There is 
no more sense of honor than there is 
of patriotism or race pride in 
the 


Bolsheviki. The leaders of that fac- 
tion are either the hired men of Ger- 
many, betraying Russia for gold, or 
they are simply cowards, to whom 
their country means nothing, and 
posterity even less, and treaties a-re 
scraps of paper, and promises mere- 
ly breaths, and who care for nothing 
except to prevent the guns from go- 
ing off. 


Russia has suffered from the be- 


ginning for the lack of an ice-free 
port.. Its war vessels could not go 
out of the Black Sea. 
Its merchant 


vessels could pass the Bosphorus and 
the Dardanelles only by Turkish per- 
mission. The prosperity of the coun- 
try demands imperatively an always 
open passage to the Mediterranean. 
The allies agreed that at the end of 
the war Russia should have Constan- 
tinople, and the first thing the Bol- 
sheviki did on attaining partial pow- 
er was to repudiate this agreement j 
and throw Constantinople away. 


The Bolsheviki care no more for 


their religion than they do for com- 
merce or country or tha Slavonic 
race. 
What's Hecuba to them, or 


they to Hecuba? Constantinople is to 
vhe Orthodox Eastern Church, com- 
monly called the Greek Church, what 
Rome is to the entire Catholic or 
Western or Latin Church. The hearts 
of the worshipers after the Greek rite 
have gone out to the Church of St. 
•Sophia, as the hearts of the Catholic 
worshipers go out to St. Peters. For 
centuries the devout 
Russian 
has 


looked "forward to a Golden Age in 
which the Moslem.should be cast out 
of the splendid Church of the Divine 
Wisdom and the clergy of the Holy 
Orthodox Church should again chant 
their liturgy ther^. 
And the allies 


promised Russia;'tb.at at the end of 
the war the Holy_Orthodox Church 
should once morefpessess its grandest 
temple. But the-Btolsheviki declared 
that they cared not for St. Sophia: 
.ill they cared for 
was 
that 
the 


shooting should cease. 


If the Bolsheviki can carry their 


program of "safety first" 
through, 


Russia will not only cease to be a 
Great Power, but it will cease to be a 
European Power; it will relapse into 
the position of Turkey—an Asiatic 
Power with some European territory 
attached to it.

GERMAN ATTACKS 
REPULSED WITH 
HEAVY LOSSES 


Before Cambrai, the violent fight- 


ing activity, unequalled since the 
days of the Verdun attack, has brok- 
en out anew on a front of less than 
10 miles, between Marcoing and Gon- 
nelieu. British troops in this sector 
repulsed with heavy losses German 
attacks delivered in great strength 
with large forces. 


After the fighting of Friday and 


Saturday in which the enemy suf- 
fered severely in fruitless efforts to 
break through the British defenses 
in the salient before Cambrai, the 
Germans brought up new reserve 
forces. 
These were thrown against 


the southern leg of the salient and 
throughout Monday, Field Marshal 
Haig says "fighting of an exception- 
ally severe nature" took pla_ce. The 
infantry masses attacked under a 
strong artillery fire from concen- 
trated German guns. 


The Germans advanced into La 


Vacqueri, 
but 
were immediately 


thrown out of most of their gains. 
East of sIViarcoing the attacks forced 
the British to retire slightly. South 
of 
Marcoing 
the,, enemy 
broke 


through, but a British counter-at- 
tack restored the position. 
Else- 


where on the Cambrai battlefront 
there has been little activity, the 
Germans ben'ding all their offensive 
efforts on the front between Mar- 
coing and Gonnelieu. 


Southeast of Ypres, in Flanders, 


the British have advanced their line 
slightly near Polygon wood. 
Very 


heavy artillery actions are taking 
place north of the Aisne on the 
French front. 
Oh the right bank of 


the Meuse, the Germans essayed an 
attack 
north 
of Flirey, 
in 
the 


Woevre, only to be checked with 
heavy loss by the French. 


Infantry activity on the Italian 


front has not been renewed, although 
the Austro-Germans are busy with 
troop-movements behind the lines, 
probably in preparation for a su- 
preme 
blow 
against 
the 
Italian 


northern front. Large Teuton forces 
have been in motion north of the 
Asiago plateau and between the 
Brenta and the Piave, but they have 
kept beyond the reach of Italian 
guns. 
Artillery activity 
continues 


heavy.

German East Africa 
has 
been 


cleared of enemy forces and Ger- 
many's last colony "has fallen com- 
pletely into allied hands. 
The cam- 


paign in this territory, with an area 
of more than 384,000 square miles, 
began nearly three years ago. 
Brit- 


ish, Belgian and Portuguese troops 
were engaged against the German 
troops, most natives, who prolonged 
the fighting by carrying on gueril- 
la warfare'in small bands. 


An armistice between Austro-Ger- 


man and Russian troops on the east- 
ern front is in force in Galicia, Vol- 
hynia and northward. 
Russian em- 


issaries have reached the headquart- 
ers of Prince Leopold of Bavaria, the 
German commander, in an effort to 
arrange a general armistice. Bul- 
garia announces it is prepared to ne- 
gotiate for cessation of hostilities 
with the Russian^. 
German news- 


papers print rumors, that Rumania 
is endeavoring to arrange an armis- 
tice with Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary. 
The 
inter-allied 
conference 
at 


Paris has come to an end. 
No an- 


nouncement was issued, but resolu- 
tions adopted yesterday will be made 
public shortly. 
Colonel House ex- 


pressed the conviction that the unity 
and co-ordination of purpose arrived 
at would enable the allies to- reach 
their desired goal.

Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, Ohio, 


Dec. 
4.—A Christmas celebration of 


proportions probably never before at- 
tempted in this state, the presenta- 
tion of a Red Cross packet to every 
-man 
in the S3rd division, and special 


celebrations among the men them- 
selves are included in the plans now 
afoot which are to make the day one 
of pleasure for selective service men 
who remain at Camp Sherman over 
the holiday. 


The big celebration will be held 


in front of the Red Cross communi- 
ty house, recently erected, on Christ- 
mas night, in an outdoor 
theatre 


which has been arranged to seat 20,- 
000 persons and furnish 
standing 


room for almost as many more. An 
immense chorus, composed of sold- 
iers and civilians, not only from Chil- 
licothe but also from surrounding 
towns, will gather around an 
im-

hold them until Christmas morning, 
when they will be issued to the men.

me to express the opinion that it will 
be impossible to deal in any way but 
a very tasteful and extravagant fash- 
ion with the enormous appropriations 
ot the public moneys which 
must 


continue to be made, if the war is 
to be properly sustained, unless the 
house will coifeent to return to its 
former practice of initiating and pre- 
paring all appropriation bills through 
a single committee, in order that re- 
sponsibility may be centered, expen- 
ditures standardized and made uni- 
form and waste and duplication as 
much as possible avoided 


Additional legislation may also be- 


come necessary before tue present 
congress again adjourns in order to 
effect the ^most efficient co-ordina- 
tion and operation of the railway 
and other transportation systems of 
the country; but to that I shall, if 
circumstances should *• demand, call 
the attention of congress upon anoth- 
er occasion. 


If I have overlooked anything that 


ought to be done for the more effec- 
tive conduct of the war, your own 
counsels will supply the omission. 
What I am perfectly clear about is 
that in the present session of the 
congress our whole attention and en- 
ergy should -oe concentrated on the 
vigorous and rapid, and successful 
prosecution of the great task of win- 
ning the war. 


We can do this with all the great- 


er zeal and enthusiasm because we 
know that for us this is a war of 
high principle, debased by no selfish 
ambition of conquest or spoliation; 
because we know, and all the world 
knows, that we have been forced in- 
to it to save the very institutions we 
live under from corruption and de- 
struction.

that we feel ourselves doubly con- 
strained to propose for its outcome 
only that which is righteous and of 
irreproachable 
intention, 
for our 


foes as well as for our friends. The 
cause being just and holy, the settle- 
ment must be of like motive and 
quality. 
For this we can fight, but 


for nothing less noble or less worthy 
of our traditions.
